These same professors are always speaking of man’s rights, 
but if truth were relative, rights would be relative also. If society

If human rights came from society. then society can take 
them away. To admit that would put the professors in a very em-

All day long a drenching rain cas- 
caded down upon the hamiet of 
a dozen or so houses.

The child's mother and brother 
looked up with understandable 
astonishment at the unexpectedly 
prompt return of the little girl 
and her breathless, excitable man- 
ner. Between gasps she told what 
had happened. Her mother listen- 
ed patiently; her brother was 
plainly skeptical. Having told her 
story, the girl turned and ran to 
wards the place where she had 
reported seeing the apparition 
Her mother and brother followed
